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UNION OFFICIALS CITED FOR CONTEMPT 
SENATE WRESTLES WITH MEX. SITUATION 


NINETY-SEVEN 


GENERAL PALMER SAID TO 


HAVE MASS OF EVDENCE f

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 4—Contempt proceedings were begun 


here last evening against 97 officials and members of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 
Frank J. Hays, president of the 


union; John L. Lewis, acting president, and William Green, sec- 
retary, head the list of defendants. 


The proceedings were brought before Judge A. B. Anderson, 


of the federal court, on application of U. S. District Attorney 
Sims. They are based on the charge that the union officials wil- 
fully violated the restraining order issued by Judge Anderson by 
consenting to continuance of the coal strike or assuming an 
attitude equivocal to instructions to continue it. It is also charg- 
ed that they failed to issue a valid order recalling the strike oi'der. 


Warrants for the arrest of twenty of the accused men were 


given to the U. S. marshal to serve. The defendants are cited to 
appear in court for a hearing at 10 o'clock next Tuesday morn- 
ing Should the men be found guilty of contempt they may be 
sentenced to long prison terms. 


Officers of a local union at Clinton, Ind., are included in the 


citation. They are charged with payment of strike benefits in 


i disregard of Judge Anderson's restraining order. 
Other mem- 


-beraof-the Union are to be cited as soon as information is laid 
before the court by agents of the department of justice. 


Among the charges brought against the accused are these: 
That they countenanced payment of strike payments. 
That they limited facilities for coal production. 
That they sent out the strike withdrawal on blank pape> 


and without the official seal and without the signature of the 
international officers, knowing that it would be ignored. 


That by comment through the press they aided the strike- 


by declaring it would continue. 


The contempt proceedings are brought under the provision* 


of the Lever act, under -which the restraining order was issued. 


Lewis and Green were notified informally tonight by deputy 


United States marshalls to appear in federal court tomorrow to 
furnish bonds in the sum of $10,000 to guarantee their appear- 
ance in court next Tuesday. Ellis Searles, editor of the Mine 
Workers Journal, and Edward Stewart and William Hitch, presi- 
dent and secretary of the Indiana Mine Workers Union, received 
similar notifications. 


The 79 other defendants in the original injunction proceed- 


ings will be served with papers in other states and allowed to 
give bonds there. These include Frank Harrington, president 
of the Illinois union and Alycx Howatt, both of whom played n 
prominent part in the recent strike action. 


Secretary Green's only comment was: "While (he action was 


not unexpected, it is unjustifiable and another evidence nl' a mis- 
take on the part of the government." 


President Lewis refused to voice his opinion.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 4—Contempt proceedings were begun 


here last evening against 97 officials and members of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 
Frank J. Hays, president of the 


union; John L. Lewis, acting president, and William Green, sec- 
retary, head the list of defendants. 


The proceedings were brought before Judge A. B. Anderson, 


of the federal court, on application of U. S. District Attorney 
Sims. They are based on the charge that the union officials wil- 
fully violated the restraining order issued by Judge Anderson by 
consenting to continuance of the coal strike or assuming an 
attitude equivocal to instructions to continue it. It is also charg- 
ed that they failed to issue a valid order recalling the strike oi'der. 


Warrants for the arrest of twenty of the accused men were 


given to the U. S. marshal to serve. The defendants are cited to 
appear in court for a hearing at 10 o'clock next Tuesday morn- 
ing Should the men be found guilty of contempt they may be 
sentenced to long prison terms. 


Officers of a local union at Clinton, Ind., are included in the 


citation. They are charged with payment of strike benefits in 


i disregard of Judge Anderson's restraining order. 
Other mem- 


-beraof-the Union are to be cited as soon as information is laid 
before the court by agents of the department of justice. 


Among the charges brought against the accused are these: 
That they countenanced payment of strike payments. 
That they limited facilities for coal production. 
That they sent out the strike withdrawal on blank pape> 


and without the official seal and without the signature of the 
international officers, knowing that it would be ignored. 


That by comment through the press they aided the strike- 


by declaring it would continue. 


The contempt proceedings are brought under the provision* 


of the Lever act, under -which the restraining order was issued. 


Lewis and Green were notified informally tonight by deputy 


United States marshalls to appear in federal court tomorrow to 
furnish bonds in the sum of $10,000 to guarantee their appear- 
ance in court next Tuesday. Ellis Searles, editor of the Mine 
Workers Journal, and Edward Stewart and William Hitch, presi- 
dent and secretary of the Indiana Mine Workers Union, received 
similar notifications. 


The 79 other defendants in the original injunction proceed- 


ings will be served with papers in other states and allowed to 
give bonds there. These include Frank Harrington, president 
of the Illinois union and Alycx Howatt, both of whom played n 
prominent part in the recent strike action. 


Secretary Green's only comment was: "While (he action was 


not unexpected, it is unjustifiable and another evidence nl' a mis- 
take on the part of the government." 


President Lewis refused to voice his opinion.
